Another 
to Economy 
Is Wobbly

NEW YORK (AP) — Another 


prop to the economy is proving 
wobbly. Home building had been 
expected to pick up under the 
prodding of easier credit. Instead 
it is sagging sharply. 


A pickup in housing was sup- 


posed to jab the economy with 
both a dollar and a psychological 
needle. 
Other business needles 


also have proved blunted of late.-;, 
, Builders say the slowclowii-Jof- 
ficially reported as a 17 peivceht 
slump in September from August 
—is continuing this month. 


Easier credit may have been 


offset by uneasiness over the gen- 
eral trend in the economy. 


Also blamed is a hangover of 


unsold homes built last year, high 
prices of these and prices of con- 
structing new ones, and the suspi- 
cion that the big building boom of 
recent years may have sopped up 
a major portion of demand. 


A few builders say this isn't so. 


They announce good sales of their 
louses 
and say it's because 


;hey're giving the public the value 
it craves. Defining what the public 
wants is hard. Each 
builder 


usually says it's what he is offer- 
ing, 


Announcement of the housing 


decline— this September was off 29 
per cent from a year ago and the 
total started so far this year Is 19 
per cent below the first nine 
months of 1959— comes at an un- 
fortunate time psychologically, 


It coincides with, and adds to 


uneasiness due to, reports that the 
total dollar-volume of output of 
goods and services in the nation 
has dropped below the record 505 
billion annual pace set in the 
April-June quarter. 


It casts doubt that this grand- 


daddy of the statistics can climb 
enough in the final three months 
of the year to make the $510 billion 
total which Washington officials 
were still hoping for only a few 
weeks ago.
